The license order 
does no.t say who it is aimed at, but 
exporters will tell you how quickly 
your application will get all snarled 
up in red tape if it is for permission 
to ship to Japan. This'is a serious 
blow \o Japan because she depends 
on our scrap and oil to build ard 
fuel her growing war machine. We 
supply her with 70 and 90 per cent 
respectively of these materials. 


Chemists Better Than Soldiers 
Moreover, she depends on us to 


pay for her imports of scrap and 
oil through our gigantic purchases 
of silk. This end of the business 
docs not look so good for the Jap- 
anese either. Japan 
really 
fears 


American chemistry rather than 
American diplomacy. Nylon is. be- 
ginning to take the place of silk 
in women's hosiery. It already has 
taken over 10 per cent of the mar- 
ket! Cutting off our silk purchases 
can be a mortal wound to Japan be- 
cause, license system or no license 
system, the foreign exchange nec- 
essary to purchase American scrap 
and oil would put a tremendous 
load on her already over-strained 
financial system. 


To Shoot The Works? 


It is evident, therefore, that the 


Japanese may, sooner or later, be 
forced to "shoot the v:orks"—that 
is to risk war with Britain and the 
United States. Many a foreign ob- 
server believes we should beat her 
to the punch by starting now while 
she is embroiled in China, wh'le 
Britain can help us. while Russia i? 
still a menace »o%the Nipponese. At 
any rate, the fuel for a first-class 
U. S.-Japancsc embroglio is al! 
there. Only thing lacking is the 
spark to set it off—and many n 
coast resident is fearful that spon- 
taneous combustion may start it. 


Meanwhile, the oil and scrap re- 


strictions have hit U. S. business 
here on the coast harder than any- 
where else. Japan has been taking 
over 60.000 barrels of oil per day- 
most of which i* cleared thiougn 
Los Angeles! While small as com- 
pared with national crude oil out- 
put, it bulked bis in relation to 
California's already severely pro- 
rated output of 560.000 barrels daily.

7he Great Precedent 


The negotiations now under way 


between the British Empire 'and 
the United States demonstrate how 
permanent and continuous, in spite 
of changing circumstances, are the 
fundamental lines of American for- 
eign policy. To those who have for-' 
gotten or have never learned the 
tradition in which American for- 
eign policy was 
formed) 
it may 


seem novel and therefore surpris- 
ing for the United States to nego- 
tiate an-understanding with Britain 
in the midst of a great imperialistic 
revolutionary war. But as a matter 
of historic fact the basic foreign 
policy of the United States, which 
gave this hemisphere a century of 
security, independence 
and free- 


dom, was shaped by just such un- 
derstandings 
with 
Great Britain 


during the great wars of Napoleon 
and the threatened wars of the des- 
potic Holy Alliance. 


Jefferson. Madison 
and Monroe 


would have recognized these nego- 
tiations as a continuation of their 
own, as dictated by the same nec- 
essity, as actuated by the same vi- 
tal interests as-inspired by the same 
instinct 
of self-preservation. 
The 


negotiations between Jefferson and 
the government of Pitt which pre- 
ceded the Louisiana Purchase and 
the negotiations between Monroe 
and Canning which led to the Mon- 
roe Doctrine were 
two 
decisive 


chapters in the same story which 
is now continued in the negotia- 
tions between 
Mr. Roosevelt and 


Mr. Churchill. 


The analogy is not apparent and 


superficial. It is real and it is or- 
ganic. The foundations of our for- 
eign policy were laid by necessity 
in the tremendous upheaval of the 
Napoleonic era. That same foreign 
policy is being developed by nec- 
essity in the tremendous upheaval 
of our own era. 
Napoleonic Period 
is a Case in Point 


On 
February 
15, 1798. while 


Great Britain was at war with the 
revolutionary imperialism of Napo- 
leon Bonaparte, the American min- 
ister in London had a< conversation 
with Lord Grenville in which he 
learned that Napoleon might obtain 
control 
of Spain, 
and 
through 


Spain of "the resources of South 
America" 
Shortly 
afterwards it 


was learned that Spain had secretly 
ceded to Napoleon the great region 
of the Mississippi Valley known as 
Louisiana When Jefferson became 
President he took the position that 
while the United States could tol- 
erate Spanish possession 
of this 


territory because Spam was "fee- 
ble" and pacific, it could not tol- 
erate Us possession by Napoleonic 
France because of "the impetuosity 
of her temper, the energy and rest- 
lessness ci her character." 


He then went on to say that "the 


dav France takes possession of New- 
Orleans fixes the sentence which 
is to retain her forever within her 
low-water mark. It seals the union 
of the two nations who. in conjunc- 
tion, can maintain exclusive posses- 
sion of the ocean. From that mo- 
ment we must marry ourselves to 
the British fleet and" nation . . . 
This is not a state of thing* we seek 
or desire. It is one which this meas- 
ure, :f adopted by France, forces on 
us as necessary as any other cause, 
by the laws of nature, brings on its 
necessary effect." 


Tnc Louisiana crisis was settled 


by purchase and not by \\ar. It was 
set'led that way because Napoleon 
lost command of the s-cas and could 
not. therefore, maintain his empire 
in this hemisphere. But Jefferson, 
unlike the latter-day isolationists 
who cite h;s words without studv- 


ing his acts, had no illusions on 
three fundamental points. The first 
was that revolutionary imperialism 
must not be allowed to establish it- 
self on this side of the Atlantic. The 
second was that this could be pre- 
vented only 
by 
Anglo-American 


control of the ocean. The third was 
that to preserve that 
"exclusive 


possession of the ocean" he would, 
if necessary, "marry ourselves to 
the British fleet and nation." Jef- 
ferson took this position on April 
18. 1802: thirteen months earlier in 
his first inaugural he had coined 
the historic 
phrase 
warning us 


against "entangling alliances." 


It is evident that in his mind an 


understanding with Great Britain 
for the joint control of the ~Atlan- 
tic Ocean was not an entanglement 
but the very basic condition of 
American security. So what Mr. 
Willkie said at Elwood 'about our 
relations with Britain and what Mr. 
Roosevelt is doing in his negotia- 
tions with Mr. Churchill is in the 
direct line of 
descent 
from the 


founders 
of American 
indepen- 


dence. 
Jefferson Views Show 
in Monroe Doctrine 


That Jefferson's views about An- 


glo-American relations at the time 
of the Louisiana purchase were no 
passing motion is clear from the 
fact that twenty years later, in the 
crisis which 
led to the announce- 


ment of the Monroe Doctrine, he 
repeated them no less emphatical- 
ly. 


In 1823 the continent of Europe 


was in the grip of four despotic 
monarchies bound together in the 
so-called Holy Alliance. They turn- 
ed their eyes to this hemisphere: 
the Russian Empire began to move 
down the west coast from its base 
in Alaska; the other European des- 
potisms began to formulate plans 
to reconquer 
Spanish - America 


which had rebelled and become in- 
dependent. Again as in the case of 
Louisiana twenty-five years earlier. 
Great Britain and the United States 
began to negotiate, and m these ne- 
gotiations 
between 
Canning and 


our minister in London. Benjamin 
Rush, an agreement was reached to 
forbid, if necessary 
by war, the 


conquest of Spanish-America. 
The 


agreement was reached in London 
on August 23. 1823. and the papers 
were received 
in Washington by 


Secretary 
Adams and 
President 


Monroe on October 9. 1823. A week 
later the president sent the papers 
to Jefferson asking his advice. 


Within a week Jefferson repLed 


urging acceptance 
and 
said that 


while "Europe is laboring to be- 
come the domicile of despotism, 
our endeavor should surely be to 
make our hemisphere that of free- 
dom. One nation, most of all, could 
disturb us in this pursuit; she now 
ofTers to lead. aid. and accompany 
us m it By acceding to her proposi- 
tion, we detach her from the band.*, 
bring her mighty weight into the 
scale 
of 
free 
government, 
and 


emancipate 
a 
continent at 
one

Great Britain is the nation which 
can do us the most harm of any one.

have never before known one of' 
them to die in such a case, but ive 
think it must mean added good 
fortune for us." 


The elephant which had died was 


a female. Her mate acted differ-, 
cntly the next day. He stretched 
out his trunk and squealed. He' 
walked around the plantation, and' 
charged at the manager and sev- 
eral natives. 
They were able to 


get out of the way. but felt they 
must take care for their lives. 


After a charge, the male ele- 


phant would go back to the side of 
his dead mate. 
It 
seemed 
he 


wanted to stand guard over her 
body. 


When night came, the male ele-' 


phant left the plantation. 
Perhaps 


he decided that he had paid as 
much honor as he should to the 
mate he had lost. Next day he 
was seen at a distance of 20 miles, 
heading back to the elephant coun- 
try.
